A Battle Follows In Which Thirty 


Are Killed ami Fifty 


Wounded. 


Three Lives Lost and Several Peo- 


ple Injured. 


l'i:<ntiA, March HO,—While workmen 


were engaged this morning in repairing 
one uf the larcc stand pipes of the Peoria 
Water Company on the bluff, without 
warning tho bottom section hurst and 
the steel structure at once collapsed. A 
number of school children were playing 
close by nnd they, with five workmen, 
were hurled a (listnticn nf half ft block 
by the force of the larne amount of water 
in the stand pipe GO suddenly let loose. 
One child is known to have been in- 
stantly killed, ami two of tlie workmen 
arc also missing and it ia believed two 
others lost their lives, while five or ten 
more were injured. The work of rescue 
has been carried on by the police and : 
fire departments and the ambulance 
corps. II- is ft dillieiilt task to remove 
the debris and may not bo accomplished 
tonigl t. Two houses were completely 
wrecked by the force ot the water and 
half a dozen more pushed from their 
foundations. 
Barns and other struc- 


tures were smashed to kindling wood. 


Johnson's Examination.

The 
only significant development was that 
the description of the wagon driven by 
Johnson on the day tho robbery oc- 
curred, tallied exactly with tlie do?rrij> 
tion of the wagon used by the robbers t 
carry away their booty.

It appears that Henry Til«, 


American, chief justice under the joint 
protectorate cxerciaed over the islands 
by the United States, Great Britain and 
Germany, fined and imprisoned the 
chiefs of the rival factions and com- 
pelled them to work on the roads like 
ordinary convicts. 
This angered the 


natives, who finally broke out in armed 
rebellion. 
King Malietoa allied with 


the chief justice and eout troops to put 
down the insurrection. Several sharp 
encounters followed, in which thirty 
were killed and lifl.y wounded, the reb- 
els being driven into the interior. It is 
claimed that Malietoa's troops indulged 
in all sorts of barbarities ana atrocities, 
such as mutilating prisoners, beheading 
the dead and outraging women. This 
so incensed the natives that a general 
uprising was threatened at tho time the 
Alameda loft. The foreign population 
is greatly alarmed and looking anxioualy 
for the appearance of a war ship of one 
of the nations forming the protectorate.

substantially the same as toKl by Misa 
Pollard., Witness narrated with great 
circumstantiality various conversations 
and meetings with Miss Pollard and of 
his efforts to induce her to leave Wash- 
ington to avoid PCdiidal. She had told 
Mra. Bliickhiirn she was engaged to him. 
She several times threatened to commit 
suicide and to kill him, and once in New 
York, as already told, tried to accom- 
plish the latter purpose with ft pistol. 
Another time sli« pointer! a piatol at 
him. He at once agreed to pretend 
there was an eiiKagemerithetwecnlhem, 
but did not. He reminded her there 
could be no marriage for she had not 
come to him a maide.ii and that he had 
not seduced her. They had talked to- 
gether of thu child that was to be born. 
She said she wanted to get rid of the 
child, hut 1 said. "No, if it is my child 
I have the greatest interest in it, and 
when it is born 1 can tell whether it is 
mine or not.

Witness was assistant district attorney 


at the time and came down to his ullicu 
that morning and saw Terry there. 


The court shutout evidence of what 


Terry said and did, as ho was not on 
trial in this case. Terry had admitted 
his animosity toward tho deceased and 
further evidence on that point was not 
pertinent. 


Witness conducted the examination 


before the coroner and took interest in 
the facts connected with the case.

WitneSB examined Ihe bullet holes in 


the fence and found 
powder inurka 


around the bullet hole near the water- 
loset over a apace of eight to ten inches 
iu diameter. Jta \vasdetailed by Sheriff 
Hensley to lake cliarge of the premises 
and inspected them. 


He saw two tracks coining up and 


going back south on the alley as fur as 
the entrance on the alley where Gae- 
tano lived. One was a man 'a track and 
the other a woman's. The slippers 
identified by J. J. Norton were shown 
him and he said the man's tracks, he 
thought, were smaller than the slippers. 


The witness was present when the 


body was removed ; helped put it on tho 
stretcher. Tlie marks around the hole 
in the night shirt were very black; the 
undershirt not so black; saw three or 
four powder specks on the body. 


Witnees identified the clothesline as 


being of the same sort found on the 
premises, and stated that one club had 
a handhold made of this sort of the 
rope tied around it, and fastened with ft 
tack and a finishing null, both of which 
were old and rusty. One end of this 
rope was cut square off with one pass of 
the knife, while the other bad been sev- 
ered by two cuts, as indicated by a jag in 
the cut. The cuts were fresh and the 
edges firm, and not frayed or raveled on 
the edges. He found two pieces of rope 
hanging down from the latticework in 
the yard with similar fresh cuts, and he 
removed the rope from the clubs by 
[lulling the nail and tack out with his 
lingers, and found that the ends exactly 
conformed to thu ends of the rope on 
the latticework. The cuts on the rope 
found on the lattice were also fresh cut 
and eolid. 


Mrs. McWhirter pointed out to him 


where McWhirter's body lay, about 
twelve feet from the hack fence with 
head toward the house, lying on the 
right side. Witness found a small clot 
of blood mixed with sand about two feet 
back of the body ; a tinge of blood, on 
the holes in the shirts; there was no 
bullet hole in the hack of the body. 


The fence boards, when he saw them, 


were sitting about a foot south of the 
hole against the fence; the nails pulled 
out of ths stringer were in the hoard up 
to the head. 


On cross-examination he testified that 


he was not a chemist, and was aware of 
the existence of quantities of that class 
of clothesline, nails and tacks. 


T. L. Keel was one of the coroner's 


jury that investigated the death of Mc- 
Whirter atid visited the scene with oth- 
ers; examined the gunny sack with the 
hole in it on the chicken yard fence; 
the hole was about the size of a quarter 
of a dollar. He ran his stick through it 
to sight the direction of the course 
claimed for the seventh bullet. Mr. Budd, 
Thornton and others were present at, tins 
time; Haw some one run a tape line 
through the hole in getting thu cotirsu 
from the hols to the ball found in the 
fence. They found thai there was a 
chicken coop in Ihe line of the ball that 
would have been struck in ils course.

" From these silly gucries, and also 
from an Expositor editorial in its issue 
iliis evening, under tlie i-aption, "The 
I'aritv of Gold and Silver," it is seen 
that the Expositor did not comprchvnd 
the very plain explanation which 1 gave 
it, in order that it might know what 
money really is. Therefore, before giv- 
ing categorical answers to these ques- 
tions, 1 will once more take the trouble 
to explain to the Kxpositor this quos- 
t.on: "What is money?" Opon this 
question the Uniteil States monetary 
win mission truly says: 


"Money is the great instrument of as- 


sociation," tlic veiy liber of social organ- 
ism, the vitalizing force of industry, and 
as essential to its'exisienee as oxygen is 
to animal life. Without money civiliza- 
tion would not have had a beginning; 
with a diminishing supply (like now) it 
must lanquish ami unless relieved filially 
perish." 
Many nations have perished from tins 


cause 'in the past. Money is a public 
necessity, created by law (the people 
collectively) for the use of individual 
members of the community as a medium 
of exchange. It is made a legal tender 
to enable us to fulfill our contracts, pay 
our debts, etc. It is the tool of trade 
just as much as o plow is the tool of the 
farmer, or the saw and hammer the tool 
of the mechanic. Without it trade, be- 
yond the barter system, would i»e im- 
practicable. 
It is the life blood of coni- 


mercc—juat as well expect » healthy 
body physically with a deficient How of 
blood as to expect a healthy commun- 
ity, financially, with a deficient How of 
this life blood of commerce. 


Money is a representative of value, 


made-necessary by the progress of civili- 
zation. It is a" unit, not a measure of 
value. The government could not well 
measure value for individuals; it can 
provide a unit of value for facilitating 
exchanges of value, but each individual 
must for himself Kioasure the value <jf 
that which he wishes to sell as well as 
that which he wishes to buy. For in- 
stance, one man has :i horse to eell; lie 
measures its value at $150. Another 
man wants to purchase that horse, but 
his measure of value for this particular 
horse is $125. The eye of each measures 
the value. The govern men t cannot come 
in and fix the measure of value for the 
horse. The buyer and seller must agree 
in a definite measure of value before 
mv exchange can be made, and this 
.neastire is designated in units of value 
as dollars. There is not and never has 
been any euch thing as "u money of the 
world."" ICai'h nation creates and regu- 
lates its own money or unit of value. 
Our congress has reserved .this right. 
.See our i-onslitiitiim, article 1, section S, 
under No. 30: 'To coin money, regu- 
late the value thereof and of foreign 
coins, etc." 
Congress having reserved to itself the 


Bile right to coin {create, make) money 
tliat curries with it the right and duty 
to issue money to impress its sovereign 
power (Hal) on something capable of re- 
reiving the inipix'GKion. Tiffany on con- 
stitutional law, a standard authority, 
chapter IU, (power of congrcfs to coin 
money) section 400, page L'21, says: 


"There it) legally no such thing as gold 


or silver money, or paper money. Money 
in the sovereign authority, impressed on 
that which ie capable of taking and re- 
taining 
th« 
imprw-ion. That upon 


which the stamp is placed ie called coin ; 
the coin may be mclul, parchment or 
paper. The value ta in the stamp and 
not in the metal or material." 


Wallace's 
United 
.States supreme 


court reports, volume 12, page 548, says: 
"Contracts for the payment of money 
are subject to the authority of congress; 
they are engagements to pay with law- 
ful money of the United .States and con- 
gress is' empowered 
to regulate the 


money. H cannot, therefore, be main- 
tained that the legal tender acts impair 
the obligations of contracts. 
No one 


ever doubled that a debt of $1000, con- 
tracted before 1834, could be paid by 
100 eagles ($1000) coined after thai year, 
though they mntained no more gold 
than 94 eagles ($MO) such as were coined 
when the contract was made; and this 
not because of the intrinsic value of the 
coin, bin. because of iia legal value. The 
constitution 
does not 
ordain what 


metals shall .he coined. Nor dues it pre- 
scribe that the legal value shall corre- 
spond at all with the intrinsic value in 
the market."
